PEAFOWL 135 DEAD; 
BAROMETER IS GONE. 

GLASGOW, Ky., Sept. 17,-(Spl.)- 
The famous old peafowl at Barren and 
Metcalfe-cos, is dead at the age of 135 
years. Peafowls are long-lived birds. 
They have been known to reach 200 
years 

In 1795 this particular peafowl was 
brought to the wilderness of Kentucky 
from Fauquier-co., Va., by Col. Horatio 
Thompson, kinsman of C. W. Thomp- 
son. Sulphur Wells, Ky. 

The old bird lived on the sam^ farm 
for almost a century. He roosted on a 
certain limb of a giant oak and his 
loud voice was a barometer for the 
neighborhood. In the summer his 
screams were danger signals for com- 
ing storms; in the winter they uner- 
ringly presaged snowstorms and sleet. 
Four of his owners of different genera- 
tion passed away. 

The history of this bird shows that he 
was a great-great-grand-father when 
George Washington was President, and 
thus lived under every President of the 
I United States. 

The bird was old when Napoleon

The question being under the con- 
sideration of the Fiscal Court concern- 
ing the condition of the Garrard County 
Court House, the vaults of the same 
containing the Public Records, the con- 
dition of the different Court Rooms and 
the various office rooms in the Court 
House and the question being before the 
court on motion and the same being 
submitted to the court for vote, it is 
the opinion of the court that the said 
Court House and the various named 
departments need repairing and in many 
respects remodeling and it is the opinion 
of the court that the sum of $15,000.00 
should be appropriated for the purpose 
of said work as herein after specifically 
set out, and the said Fiscal Court here- 
by suggests that said appropriation be 
made and does hereby recommend the 
same, that is that the sum of $15,000.00. 
be appropriated foi the purpose of 
remodeling, repairing and over-hauling 
the two vaults and changing the loca- 
tion of the same in the Court House if 
necessary for remodeling the cupola if 
found to De neccessary; for remodeling 
and repairing the Circuit Court Room 
and remodeling, repairing, and over 
hauling the Court House for the pur- 
pose of making :t neat and comfortable 
and to put in the same a system of 
heating and to put water from the 
Lancaster Water Works in the same.

It is further ordered that if the 
vote hereby ordered is in favor of said 
bond issue, then the Fiscal Court will 
in obedience to said vote and under 
Chapter 52 Article 4 Kentucky Statutes 
and the other Statutes relating to this 
subject issue bonds in any sum not ex- 
ceeding $15,000.00, for the purpose of

TRUSTEES 

TARE LONG STRIDE

It was indeed a splendid inspiration 
that induced the trustees aftd faculty of 
the local school school to introduce the 
splendid new features which are about 
to be introduced in the local school, and 
one for which they will receive the 
thanks of the patrons, both now and in 
the next generation. 

Though it seldom occurs to the aver- 
age person, it is nevertheless a fact, 
that there are youthful minds that 
positively will not take to an education, 
it is absolutely impossible to teach them 
anything from a book, thev will make 
absolutely no effort in that direction. 
Oftentimes such pupils take to manual 
training like a duck does to water, and 
the result is that they are given the 
next best thing to an education, they 
are given the rudiments of a useful 
trade, something that will enable them 
in after life to earn a livelihood for 
themselves and 
ent upon them. 

It is not proposed to install the en 
tire course, domestic science, agricul 
ture and manuel training, at once, this 
would be impossible, but gradually the 
work will be increased, until within a 
very few years the entire course men- 
tioned will be taught in detail, just the 
same as any other course will be taught 
in the school. For the present there 
will be plain sewing and fancy work 
for the girls, and the rudiments of car- 
pentry and agriculture for the boys, 
and gradually the scope of this work 
will be enlarged until a large class in 
sewing, cooking and all branches of 
domestic science and the higher branch- 
es of carpentrv and architecture, and 
practical farming will be taught. The 
hum of the sewing machine will te 
heard, the aroma of dainty dishes in 
course of construction on the range 
will meet the nostrils, and the sound of 
the saw and hammer will be ever pres- 
ent, and the young ladies will be in- 
structing their mothers in the art culi- 
nary, while the bov will be advising his 
father as to the best and most economic 
method for cultivating the farm. 

But all this costs money. Yes of 
course, what of advantage pray may we 
have in this world that does not cost 
money'.' We pay school taxes that our 
children may be educated, and what 
better education could a child have than 
to teach him something that will enable 
him or her to be of some use in the 
vears to come? In all the large schools, 
both public and private, these lines are 
being introduced .and are being met 
with e hearty reception. 

The trustees have agreed to furnish 
what is necessary in the way of tools 
and -lecessarv paraphernalia, also to 
provide rooms for the classes, and for 
the present the faculty together with 
considerably assistance which Prof. 
Bohannan has promised them, the latter 
without cost, will be able to handle the 
newly installed work, hut gradually as 
the work is installed to its fullest and 
the classes grow in size, additional 
teachers will have to be employed to 
teach these particular branches. 

One great advantage of the new de- 
parture is that it will not be confined 
solely to the higher grades. All will 
have an opportunity to take the new 
course, which while it has not yet been 
fully decided, but it is thought will be- 
gin along about the third or fourth 
grade. 

Have you ever visited the Lancaster 
School sirce it has been in the new 
building? It not you should go at once. 
It is a revelation in the way of a mod- 
ern school, and you as a patron should 
see it. You are always welcome, go 
and see how your child is getting along.

CARE IN MARKET- 
ING TOBACCO 
CROP URGED 

COLONEL DAN W. PEED SAYS 
1914 YIELD IS ABOVE 
THE AVERAGE. 



Moderation in the marketing of the 
1914 crop of Burley- tobacco as a re- 
sult of the tightness of the money mar- 
ket, is the advice of Colonel Dan W. 
Peed, the well-known tobacco broker 
of Paris who will have his interests 
at Lexington with the opening of the 
1!»14 loose leaf sales. Colonel Peed 
was at the Phoenix Hotel yesterday 
and said: 

"Just now the country is 
fact with a tight money market due 
to the European war. When the time 
mes to market the tobacco crop this 
condition may change for the better, 
it can't get anv worse. 

"The manufacturers will want -the 
tobacco, as their supply treasured 
from last year is due to run short be- 
fore another crop ca» be grown. If 
the manufacturers encounter much dif- i 
ticulty in negotiation their paper for 
loans to move the crop, then the farm 
er must share in the policy of carry- 
ing the crop. 1 mean by this that he 
must not rush his entire crop on the 
market, but send in a load at a time. 

When asked if in his opinion the 
government would come to the aid of 
the tobacco growers as it did the wheat 
and cotton growers bv placing at the 
disposal of banks throughout the Bur- 
ley district money with which to aid 
the situation. Colonel Peed said: 

"Such a policy would help the situa- 
tion decidedly, because if the farmer 
didn't care to place his tobacco on 
the market he could at least borrow 
money, pledging his cropas collateral." 

Colonel Peed was asked to express 
an opinion about the crop as it now 
stands in the held, and said: 

"Bourbon. Fayette. Clark. Mont- 
gomery Woodford. Scott ami portions 
of Nicholas. Harrison and Jessamine 
counties have produced the largest 
crop 'if tobacco ever grown. Roiirbon 
County has its banner cmav a crop 
that will weigh out more than IO.'Hmi.- 
000 pounds. 

The increase in those counties will 
me-t the loss in Bath. Robertson. Pen- 
dleton, Bracken. Spencer. Anderson 
and other districts caused by a de- 
creased acreage and a poor stand, and 
make the total production e.;ual to 
that ol last year." 

"The weather," Cdone! Peed said, 
"is ideal for cutting ami housing the 
crop now. but the weather is an im- 
portant factor and things could change 
rapidly within less than » week. "" Lex- 
ington Herald.

HARVESTING SOY BEANS. 



When Grown For Hay They Should Be 
Cut When Pods Are Forming. 

IPrepared by University of Wisconsin 
agricultural experiment station.] 

Soy beans grown for hay should be 
cut when the pods are forming and 
before the plant begins to drop its 
leaves. If delayed too long the lover 
leaves may drop off and thus the most 
valuable part, of the plant be lost. The 
stems also become woody and conse- 
quently less palatable to stock. It is, 
preferable to cut early rather than too 
late. 

The crop may be cut with an ordi 
nary mower. The beans should be cut 
early in the morning after the dew is 
off or late iu the afternoon. If cut 
in the morning they may be allowed 
to wilt until late in the afternoon of 
the same day and then put up in small 
cocks. This work is often done by 
band, ns the leaves fall off readily. A 
horse rake, however, may lie used 
when the vines are nicely wilted, but 
net dried. As they shed water quite 
well in wet weather the small cocks 
may be left to cure for several days. 
I If the weather is fair the small cocks 
are turned over before noon and al- 
I lowed to cure thoroughly. When the 
I 'weather is unfavorable it is advisable 
I to bunch a number of cocks together, 
cover with a hay cap and allow to 
cure for several days.

Some harvest the crop frith 
grain binder and attar* with corn har- 
vester Both of those nuM-hities. | m w 
ever, shatter the beans and cause con- 
siderable loss. 

When e*Jt with I mower without 
WMraWtaf attachment the plants 
should be removed at every round out 
of the way of the horses, for if tram- 
pled nana n large percentage <>f the 
seed will be (tailed out and wasted. 
After cutting the beans are allowed to 
cure in windrows or bundles ami are 
hiiuled in as soon as dry. 

Provided the regular grain concaves 
are removed from the machine and 
ManV concaves used in their place, soy 
beans may be thrashed without much 
injury with the ordinary thrasher. The 
thrasher cylinder should be run at less 
speed than when thrashing grata*, 
•whiie the separator should be run at the 
usual rate of speed. To accomplish this 
a larger drive belt pulley is used and a 
correspondingly larger pulley on the 
opposite end of the clinder. 

The beans should be stored in bar- 
rels or shallow bins or spread out on a 
floor, where from time to time they can 
be shoveled over until they are thor- 
oughly dry and hard Later they m;i> 
be safely stored more compactly. 

The dry beans will keep nicely for 
several years when not exposed to the 
elements. They can be fed whole to 
pigs and sheep, but for general use it is 
preferable to < rack or grind them. 

Tests have shown that it is ofteu 
necessary to mix the beans with com 
or peas to grind them into me;.l. as the 
beans are too soft to granulate well 
alone. Too large quantities should not 
be ground at a time, as the high oil 
content will cause the meal to heat and 
making it unfit for feed.
